BOG overturns Senate decision 
on ‘chair 9 


The Board of Governors has vetoed a 
recommendation from the Senate that 
the term ‘chairman’ be replaced by 
‘chair’ at UVic. 

At the J an. 6 meeting of Senate, the Ad 
Hoc committee on titles reported that it 
had met to “consider an appropriate 
gender-neutral and non-authoritarian 
term to replace chairman.” 

The report to Senate from Dr. Con¬ 
stance Rooke (English) of the ad hoc 
committee said “we have looked into the 
practise at other Canadian universities 
and have discovered that “chairman” 
(which is gender-specific) and “head” 
(which is authoritarian) are still the 
most commonly used terms ... “Chair” 
and “chairperson” are most acceptable 
to us, although each has certain disad¬ 
vantages. “Chairperson” has been 
found awkward by some speakers and is 
too often employed with an overlay of 
counter-productive irony. This is less a 
problem with the term “chair,” which we 
marginally prefer. “Chair” seems to be 
gaining in favour across Canada and 
has the additional advantage of a cer¬ 
tain historical familiarity...” 

“We therefore propose that the term 
“chair” be used at the University of Vic¬ 
toria wherever “chairman” is currently 
employed and that the Board of Gover¬ 
nors “Statement of Policy Regarding 
Chairman” be amended accordingly.” 

Senate voted in favor of the proposal 
from the Ad Hoc committee, but when it 
came to the BOG for ratification, it was 
voted down. 

“I think chair sounds ridiculous,” said 
board member Susan Irvine. 


“When you come up the primate scale, 
when you come to the term man it refers 
to mankind as a whole,” said Chancellor 
Dr. William Gibson. 

“We can’t change the Universities 
Act. So, Dr. Petch would still be called 
chairman of Senate, if the motion 
passed,” said BOG Chairman Ian 
Stewart. 

Board member Ron Dickson spoke in 
favor of the motion. “I don’t think 
changing names changes reality very 
quickly, but not changing them can slow 
changes,” he said.

“We’re better known nationally and 
internationally than on campus,” says 
Dr. Alan Pence, School Director, who 
speaks with pride of the School’s many 
innovations and accomplishments dur¬ 
ing its 15 year history. 

The School is distinct in English- 
speaking Canada, Pence notes. “There 
is a ‘sister’ program in Quebec, but in 
English-speaking Canada the most sim¬ 
ilar B.A. programs are in Child Studies 
and Family Studies. 

Ours has become a first rate, well 
acknowledged and respected Child Care 
program. UVic has been increasingly 
recognized as a model for undergraduate 
B.A. level professional child care. Tradi¬ 
tionally, child studies and family stu¬ 
dies programs in Canada are more

theoretically oriented. But, some pro¬ 
grams in Canada, such as at the Univer¬ 
sity of Guelph, are discussing a move 
towards our orientation and beginning 
to take a professional school approach,” 
Pence says. 

The School is planning a dinner on 
Feb. 25 to which many of the pioneers 
who helped create this exceptional Child 
Care program will be invited. They 
include Dr. William Gaddes, Professor 
Emeritus (Psychology), founder and 
first coordinator of the program; John 
Noble, former director of the Brandon 
Lake Treatment Centre and until 
recently Deputy Minister of the B.C. 
Ministry of Health; Thomas Linton, 
former consultant to the Child Care Edu- 
cateur Program (European model) and 
currently Professor of the Faculty of 
Education at the University of Illinois; 
Dr. Roger Ruth, former acting director of 
the School of Child Care and currently 
Professor Emeritus (Education); Dr. 
Christopher Webster, first permanent 
director of the School and currently 
Head of Psychology and Research 
Scientist at the Clarke Institute, 
Toronto; Dr. John Dewey, first Dean for 
the academic unit containing the Child 
Care program and currently Professor of 
the UVic Physics Department; and Dr. 
Robert Payne, first Dean of the Faculty 
of Human and Social Development and 
now Professor of the UVic Psychology 
Department. 

The organization of the dinner is 
being carried out mostly by Child Care 
students, says Pence, who is in his 
second year as Director of the School. 

Other developments which the School

Linguistics student 
receives award 

The Canadian Acoustical Assocation 
has given Suzanne Urbanczyk, a Mas¬ 
ter’s student in the Department of Lin¬ 
guistics, their Outstanding Paper 
Award for Presentation by a Student. 
Urbanczyk received the award for a 
paper she wrote and presented at the 
annual meeting of the Association held 
last October in Calgary. 

The paper, entitled “Durational 
Adjustments in a Demisyllable-based 
Speech Synthesis System,” was also 
published in the conference proceedings. 
It is co-authored by Urbanczyk and Drs. 
Stephen J. Eady and Craig Dickson, of 
the Centre for Speech Technology 
Research on campus, who were part of 
the research team whose work is des¬ 
cribed in the paper. Eady and Dickson 
are adjunct assistant professors in the 
Department of Linguistics. 

Urbanczyk is a former employee of the 
Centre. She is currently pursuing gradu¬ 
ate work in linguistics with the support 
of a Graduate Research in Engineering 
and Technology (G.R.E.A.T.) award „ 
from the B.C. Science Council. Her 
reseach funded by the award was des¬ 
cribed in the Research Bulletin Sep¬ 
tember 11, 1987. 

Urbanczyk’s paper described aspects 
of a computer speech synthesis system 
designed to generate words of English 
based on parts of syllables called demi- 
syllables. Each syllable is composed of 
an initial demisyllable and a final demi- 
syllable. The system can take input in 
the form of written English text and pro¬ 
duce corresponding speech sounds. 

A demisyllable-based speech synthe¬ 
sis system can produce speech sounds 
that are more natural than one based on 
smaller units of speech called phonemes. 
It also uses less computer memory than 
a system utilizing a data base of entire 
words. Urbanczyk’s paper focused on 
the durational adjustments that are car¬ 
ried out when creating words from 
demisyllables. 

The demisyllable speech synthesis 
project wa& described in the December 
11 issue of The Ring

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Museum Studies Package 


The following article has been submitted 
to The Ring by the Business and Industry 
Development Centre on campus. The 
BIDC encourages technology transfer 
between the university and industry. 

A unique distance education package 
developed at the University of Victoria 
is rapidly attracting the attention of 
buyers from around the globe. 

Course author, and UVic’s museum 
curator, Martin Segger says, “We’ve 
sold Museum Studies packages to India, 
New Zealand, Europe, Australia, Can¬ 
ada and the United States — and Chile 
is negotiating with us for a Spanish 
version.” 

The Museum Studies package 
includes three binders of information, 
instructional video tapes and back-up 
text books. It instructs students in such 
areas as conservation, museum educa¬ 
tion, collections management, museum 
management and exhibition planning. 
Segger and teaching assistant Pamela 
Dean evaluate and grade all assign¬ 
ments, and are available for long dis¬ 
tance telephone consultation. 

Although many students register in 
the course to qualify for university 
credit, gaining university credits is not 
in the minds of all those who purchase 
the package. “Every summer most 
museums take on part-time employees 
who need to be trained very quickly,” 
explains Segger. “The instructional 
video tapes and some of the print mate¬ 
rials can be used for that kind of inten¬ 
sive training quite independently of the 
course as it’s offered at UVic.” The pack¬ 
age can also be used to instruct individ¬ 


ual museum employees transferred into 
a new job area. As well, it can be applied 
in a seminar format at larger institu¬ 
tions which may have on-going, in- 
house training programs. 

Those who take the Museum Studies 
course must have a museum facility 
available because many of the exercises 
are based on hands-on access. “One of 
the most crucial activities carried out in 
a museum is the collecting of artifacts,” 
explains Segger. “Artifacts are only 
worth what you know about them, 
because the knowledge enables you to 
use them in a research context, an exhi¬ 
bition context, and in catalogues or 
other publications. A special section of 
the course has students actually select 
an object that comes into the museum 
and take it through the documentation 
process. Afterwards, they match what 
they’ve done with what they should 
have done as outlined in the course. 
Then they do a critical analysis of their 
own documentation system.” 

Segger says many of those enrolled in 
the “Introduction to Museum Studies” 
course take it for professional develop¬ 
ment or to find out how to solve a prob¬ 
lem in their own institution. “The 
package evolved because people holding 
jobs in community museums or interpre¬ 
tation centres etc., couldn’t get away to 
take the courses they needed. So we 
decided to put it into a distance educa¬ 
tion format — for personal home use or 
for broadcasting on television.” 

The course was developed as a team 
effort over a three year period. B.C. Pro¬ 
vincial Museum staff reviewed the 
course’s content, and program co-

Heritage Trust supports 
new distance education course 


The B.C. Heritage Trust has awarded a 
$20,000 grant to UVic Extension to sup¬ 
port the development of a new diploma 
course, titled “Introduction to Heritage 
Conservation.” 

The purpose of the course is to provide 
members of the heritage conservation 
community with the training opportuni¬ 
ties they require to work effectively in 
the heritage field. 

The course will be part of UVic Exten¬ 
sion’s highly successful Cultural 
Resource Management Program, which 
offers diplomas to museum and heritage 
conservation workers. 

Development of the course in a dis¬ 
tance education format will enable peo¬ 
ple in regions remote from the university 
to complete half of the diploma program 
off campus. Video tapes and print mate¬ 
rials will be used, and long distance tele¬ 
phone consultation will be offered to 
students. 

Course author is UVic History in Art 
professor and museum curator Martin 
Segger, who was course author of Exten¬ 


sion’s distance education Museum Stu¬ 
dies package, which is now selling 
successfully around the globe (see story 
this page). 

Project manager for the new course is 
Joy Davis and instructional designer is 
Kate Seaborne, both of University 
Extension. 

The course is being designed to offer 
instruction in six sections: the philoso¬ 
phical, historical and social setting of 
heritage conservation; the legal and 
institutional framework of conserva¬ 
tion; planning and procedural processes 
of conservation; technical processes and 
implementation strategies for heritage 
conservation; and heritage manage¬ 
ment processes and implementation 
strategies. 

The course will present five hours of 
video tape, including international foot¬ 
age, with a focus on buildings, architec¬ 
tural sites, and monuments of B.C. 

Although planned for B.C. students, 
the course will be marketed internation¬ 
ally when completed, says Davis. 


Sold World-Wide 


ordinator Joy Davis and others from 
University Extension organized the 
information into a marketable package. 

Students from throughout North 
America are now registered in the course 
for credit, but the credit component of 
the package is not limited to this conti¬ 
nent. English-speaking students from 
around the world are welcome to regis¬ 
ter, emphasizes Davis. 

Cost of the course for students regis¬ 
tering for credit is $495. For other pur¬ 
chasers, costs vary depending upon 
whether the instructional tapes are the 
half or three quarter inch format, and on 
whether the complete course package is 
purchased. An entire course costs 
between $780 and $1020, but British 
Columbians receive it at a subsidized 
rate. 

After initially requiring the raising of 


between 60 and 80 thousand dollars, the 
package is selling so well that Segger 
plans to put the returns into creating 
another course. To be entitled “Introduc¬ 
tion to Heritage Conservation”, the 
course will deal with issues surrounding 
architectural building and site preserva¬ 
tion management. “I think we’ll get a 
good response to this package too,” says 
Segger. “In the past, we have been 
approached by several federal agencies, 
and have developed similar training 
packages for them.” 

Segger says UVic has won national 
awards for its pioneering activity in 
using video tapes in distance education. 
“The technology is entirely new and is 
rapidly becoming a very important part 
of the whole educational structure. 
There’s certainly a large scope for devel¬ 
opment in this area.” 


H & S.D. prof, calls 
for papers on privatization

Dr. Michael Prince, Lansdowne Chair 
with the Faculty of Human & Social 
Development, has put out a call for pap¬ 
ers on the topic of privatization in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. 

Prince, who came to UVic from 
Ottawa this summer, is interested in 
starting a publication series on topics of 
vital social interest in this province. 

He was the editor of such a series at 
Carleton, and believes that a publica¬ 
tion series of this nature would be an 
effective vehicle for enabling faculty 
members from different disciplines to 
work together at UVic. 

The intention is to produce a series 
that deals with “hot political issues bal¬ 
anced with good social science research. 
We don’t want polemics or political 
tirades. We want to have an influence in 
the social sciences.” Prince is calling for 
papers from members of the Schools of 
the Faculty of Human & Social Develop¬ 
ment, at this stage. 

“Initially we are keeping it in house. 
But, if the series does get going, people 
in other faculties and from other univer¬ 


sities and colleges might get involved,” 
he said, during a recent interview in his 
office in the Sedgewick Building. 

Prince has already received responses 
from eight or nine colleagues who are 
interested in contributing articles on 
privatization and its effects in areas 
such as child care and day care in B.C. 
He would “like to see the book come out 
in early 1989. If it becomes a regular 
series, we could approach some of the 
research councils in Ottawa for publica¬ 
tion subsidies.” 

One of the big attractions for Prince in 
coming to UVic was the “opportunity to 
work with many different people.” He 
taught this fall in the School of Social 
Work, is now teaching in the School of 
Public Administration and will next 
teach in the School of Child Care. 

In his previous position at Carleton, 
as associate professor in the School of 
Public Administration, Prince was edi¬ 
tor of How Ottawa Spends 1987 - 88: 
Restraining the State and How 
Ottawa Spends 1986-87: Tracking 
the Tories. 


UVic and Yugoslavian University 
join to offer heritage course 


The University of Zagreb, Yugoslavia, 
and UVic are co-operating to offer a uni¬ 
que heritage conservation course May 9 
to 14, in the Adriatic coastal city of 
Dubrovnic. The course will use the 
walled city’s wealth of archaeological 
sites, historic buildings, churches, muse¬ 
ums, galleries, and collections as a work¬ 
ing laboratory to study integrated 
systems of preserving historical 
environments. 

Co-leaders will be Prof. Ivo Maroevic 
of the University of Zagreb and Prof. 
Martin Segger, academic co-ordinator of 
the UVic Cultural Resources Manage¬ 


ment Program. 

Says Segger, “There are many similar¬ 
ities between Victoria and Dubrovnic. 
Both are historic seaports; both have a 
rich heritage of historic structures; and 
both are live-in cities which depend 
heavily on cultural tourism.” 

The intensive credit course is designed 
for advanced Eastern and Western Euro¬ 
pean and North American students and 
professionals in museum management, 
historic site planning, and urban conser¬ 
vation.
